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Claims 3-5, 10-17, 20, 21 and 24 stand objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 25 and 26 are allowed. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1, 2, 6-9, 18, 19, 22 and 23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Pei et al. for reasons of record set forth in the previous Office Action. 

At the top of page 8 of the amendment filed 21 May 2009, Applicants argue that Pei et al. 
does not teach or suggest the adhesion of the cells onto the nucleic acid-loaded electrode. 
However, as was noted in the previous Office Action, Pei et al. suggests that DNA bound to a 
surface of an electrode may be used to transfect cells. Inherently, for a cell to take in such a 
nucleic acid, said cell must come into contact with the electrode surface, and would thus adhere 
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thereto. Applicants then argue that the Declaration of Iwata shows an unexpected increase in the 
transfection efficiency as inferred from increased reporter gene activity in cells transfected by the 
claimed method. However, the experiment characterized in the declaration leaves unaddressed 
an important variable between the experimental and control procedures. The experimental 
method exposes the cells to the electrical pulse and then immediately places them in a recovery 
medium, whereas in the control method the cells are subjected to the electrical pulse and then 
allowed to remain in the electroporation medium for 3 or 4 hours, where they are permitted to 
adhere to the electrode, before being placed into the recovery medium. First, the lack of 
recovery medium for a long time after electroporation might account for reduced cell survival, 
but as this is not part of the claimed method, it is an arbitrary difference, and an unnecessary 
variable. Second, if electroporation causes slower or less efficient cell adhesion, then it, too, 
might account for a lower survival rate of the cells and thus lower reporter activity. As such, the 
data presented in the declaration are not persuasive.
